FRANCE AND THE WAR SPIRIT 


In the opinion of many of the writers from Genoa 


and some of the statesmen also we are close on to anoth- 
er war. As one of them put it,'Europe will soon he 
a shambles. This may be true, but if it is. it is going to 


' be a sort of a guerilla warfare. 


The nations haven't the money'to pay for war. The\ 


are not likely to be trusted by the people of the worLi 
who have it when it is known that the very fight into 
which they are entering is caused" by their inability t^ 
meet their obligations in the last war. And third, the 
great body of the workers in the world will not be dis- 
posed to produce ammunition and then take this ammu- 
nition to destroy the lives of other workers of other na- 
tions in a war which is simply over a dispute as to wh<> 
shall pay the bills for the wholesale slaughter of the 
first war. 


It looks to us as though France was the cause of the 


failure of the Genoa conference outside of whatever part 
:Aineriea might have contributed to it. But France h 
bnrning her life up with fear and pride. She fears and 


, hates Germany, and she cannot conceive that she is not 
in a position where she shall dictate to all the nations 
of the world. 


We are sorry for France. We believe at the close 


of the war there was no people more respected and loved 
than were the French people. Their patriotism, their 
devotion, their heroism, appealed to the noblest in men. 
But she made, and in continuing to make the great mis- 
take of thinking that the world's peace can rest upon a 
foundation built of hatred, malice and injustice, and be- 
cause of her suffering she takes^such an abnormal view 
that injustice appears to her to be justice; hatred ap- 
pears to be righteous indignation: malice appears to her 
as the sentiment simply of the one who is down trying to 
get up. She forgets that the world cannot constantly 
l)e in a war state of mind. 


Russia and Germany most certainly must be a part 


of the world of tomorrow, as she was of the world of yes- 
terday, In fact. France cannot see that which everyone 
else can see, that as an economic force either Russia o1' 
Germany are a more important part of the world's ma- 
chinery than is France herself. 


Russia is a great country of unlimited resources 


and many millions of people. 


Germany is a country of manufacturers and build - 


ers who have produced much of the goods that the world 
most needs. 


France unfortunately has a population of only 


thirty-five or forty million, with her chief industry 
champagne making, and her export styles. The great- 
est Contribution which she could possibly make to any 
political or economic conference would be the qualities 
of soul which she showed -upon the battle field and ele- 
ments of moral and spiritual force which we had hoped 
to see her manifest but which appear to be sadly lacking 


f Lloyd George, we are told, is patient over France's 


attitude, because he feels the whole of France has been 
shell shocked and is war sick and he is dealing with a 
patient rather than with a normal individual. But 
there comes a time, when for the patient's own good, ho 
is forced to take a medicine which is not only disagree- 
able but which he is determined not to take. This 
seems to us to be the situation todav.
